New York, Feb. 3.—Joe Stecher’s 
famed scissors hold Monday night re­ 
tained for him the 
world wrestling 
championship when lie defeated the

giant Russian wrestler, in one hour, 
thirty-eight minutes and forty-seven 
seconds before one of the 
largest 
crowds that ever jammed into the 
Seventy-first 
Regiment 
Armory. 
Thousands were turned away. 
, 
Poddubny Worn Down 
Steelier won by wearing Poddubny 
down after the first hour of wres­ 
tling. 
Shortly before his shoulders 
touched the mat Poddubny was close 
to utter exhaustion and was puffing 
badly. 
At that time Stecher was not 
exerting himself unduly, but wait­ 
ing, cat-like, for the opportune mo­ 
ment to fasten his deadly scirrors 
grip around the Russian’s waist. 
Poddubny proved beyond doubt that 
he is possessed of great 
strength. 
Lack of wrestling finesse similar to 
that possessed by Stecher proved his 
undoing after Stecher had eluded his 
efforts of brute strength and seized 
his opportunity for victory. Shortly 
before the end the champion threw 
Poddubny to the mat and sat astride 
him. 
At that time he secured his 
scissors hold, but Poddubny electri­ 
fied the vast crowd by tearing his 
opponent’s 
legs 
apart 
by 
main 
strength. 
Loser Proves Game 
Undaunted Stecher secured an arm­ 
lock on Poddubny and swung him into 
another scissois. 
Holding the scis­ 
sors, Stecher rapidly gained a bar- 
nelson and wrrist-lock on his nearly 
exhausted rival. 
Desperately strain­ 
ing to escape from the scissors hold 
that was forcing him farther 
and 
father from the championship. Pod­ 
dubny raised his shoulders three times 
when they were but a fractional dis­ 
tance from the mat. 
The fourth ef­ 
fort failed and the thousands acclaim­ 
ed Stecher as the first living man to 
down Ivan Poddubny. Stecher weigh­ 
ed 212 and Poddubny 248.

There is also consider­ 
able loss in weight when milk freezes 1 
due to not being able to get all of 
it out of the can. 
Order Scenery Early—Order early 
the trees, shrubs, vines, and perennials 
that you desire to plant next spring.; 
Give the nurseryman a definite date to j 
make shipment so that the plants will 
arrive at the exact time when you 
can best care for them. 
When to Buy Chicks—If you have a 
single purebred breed which has been 
culled throughout the year so tan* 
the best egg-producing birds are Ie.! 
for breeders, it is advisable to hatch j 
your own chicks,

do not exist, buying chicks from a re- j 
liable breeder or hatchery is better.

Harrisburg.—Black rock found near 
Hanover, York county, has been diag­ 
nosed as coal by Dr. George H. Ash­ 
ley, state geologist. 
The specimen 
was unearthed during the digging of 
a well but Dr. Ashley advises against 
“wild excitement” of a new find, point­ 
ing out that it is of the Triassic age, 
and has proved mineable in Virginia 
but not in Pennsylvania. 
The geologist calls attention to the 
fact that east of the Alleghenies coal 
is found in only a few places outside 
the Broad Top and the anthracite 
fields. 
He said that sometimes the 
coals of the Triassic age reach a 
thickness of between six inches and 
a foot in Pennsylvania but that no 
coal of this age has been found work­ 
able in the state.
